release would not hurt 
Japan in the least. They 
said if the ROK goes ahead 
and releases the documents, 
it would merely be accused 
of breaking diplomatic pro- 
tocol. 

(The Japan Times was 
the first newspaper In Japan 
to- disclose—on Jan. 7, 1958 
—the existence of the secret 
documents, signed at the 
conclusion of the “prelimi- 
nary talks” on Dec. 51, 1957. 
At that time, the foreign 
ministries in Seoul and To- 
kvo declined to comment on 
Times’ “three secret docu- 
ments signed” article.) 


Repatriates 
‘Pressured, 
Agency Says

Japanese security authorities 
Claimea yesterday, their investi 
gations showed that only 43,000 
Koreans have expressed a desire 
to be repatriated to Communist 
North Korea. 

A spokesman added that some 
of these may have done so 
under “considerable pressure” 
from a pre-North Korean organ!i- 
zation here. 


The claims by the Public 
Security Special Investigation 
Agency contrasted with state- 
ments by the Federation of Ko- 
rean Residents Associations, a 
leftwing Korean group officially 
known as Chosen Soren, that 
117,000 Koreans in Japan desire 
to go to North Korea. 


A Security Agency spokesman 
said, “many signed because they 
were told that repatriation 
would not take place in the im- 
mediate future but in five or 
more years. If they had been 
told that they would be shipped 
to North Korea within six 
months or one year, the number 
would have been reduced to per- 
=p half.” 

e spokesman declined to 
say how the agency arrived at 
the 43,000 figure. 

The agency said the mass 
repatriation demands was a 
recent development. 

The. spokesman said that at 
a Soren convention in May, 
1958, there was no mention 
made of repatriation.

Boycott 


Diet proceedings, paralyzed 
for the past two days by a So- 
cialist boycott, are expected to 
be resumed today—but the 
chances of agreement on a re- 
solution banning all nuclear 
weapons from Japanese soil re 
main slim, political observers 
agreed last night. 


The Socialists yesterday re 
fused to attend any committee 
meetings —including delibera- 
tions on the budget bill, They 
indicated that their boycott 
would continue until the ruling 
Libera!l-Democratic Party beat a 
retreat in the resolution row. 

Last night, however, it was 
announced that four leading 
Tories and Socialists will meet 
at 10:30 a.m. today to discuss 
the situation, At this meeting, 
the Socialists are expected to 
state their willingness to ena 
the boycott. 

Informed sources said 
“hehind-the-scenes™ talks had 
made this possible. They re 
fused to elaborate. 

Today's conference will be at 
tended by Secretary Genera: 
Takeo Fukuda and Diet Policy 
Committee Chairman Kaneshr 
chi Masuda of the ruling party 
and their Socialist counterparts, 
Inejiro Asanuma ahd Mitsu 
Kono. 

Fukuda told the press that 
his party “cared little” about 
the wording of the antinuclear 
weapons resolution “if only the 
contents, the substance of the 
motion remains the same, i.e. 
acceptable to the party.” 

Fukuda said he believed Diet 
deliberations would be resumed 
today. 

The Socialist boycott began 
last Tuesday afternoon when 
they walked out of a mecting 
of the House of Representatives 
Budget Committee.

Britain ‘Welcomes’ 


Agreement on Island 


LONDON (AP)—Britain has 
“wholeheartediy welcomed” the 
reported agreement between the 
Greek and Turkish Prime Minis- 
ters on the future of Cyprus. 


But a Foreign Office shokes- 
man added Wednesday there 
will be no official comment on 
the ferms of that agreement 
until the Government has re- 
ceived draft copy. 


No British observers sat in 
on the Zurich talks between the 
Greek and Turkish leaders. 

British approval must be re- 
ceived before any plan for the 
island colony’s future can final- 
ly be adopted: But there is un- 
likely to be a veto by Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan’s 
Cabinet on an agreement work- 
ed out amicably by the Greeks 
and Turks. 

A major British consideration 
was that it should be able to 
maintain its military base on 
the Mediterranean island. The 
formula for this appears to have 
been evolved. 

The Government also will 
want assurances there will be 
no danger of a Communist Gov- 
ernment coming to power in the 
island within the foreseeable 
future. 

Informed sources said British 
approval of the plan probably 
will be formally granted at a 
larger tripartite meeting be- 
tween Britain, Greece and Tur- 
key within the next few weeks.

Johnston Backs Kishi Plan 


Eric Johnston, president of 
the Motion Picture Association 
of America, yesterday endorsed 
Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi’s Southeast Asia develop- 
ment project and said Washing- 
ton has not rejected the plan. 


In a press conference at the 
Imperial Hotel, Johnston said 
the so-called Kishi plan to com- 
bine United States financial re- 
sources and Japanese technique 
~ aid Southeast Asia “excel- 
ent. 


“I think it has merits and 
many fine things,” he declared. 

Dismissing the local opinion 
that Washington is cool on the 
plan, Johnston said: “I don’t 
know of any White House rejec- 
tion or of White House criticism 
of Prime Minister Kishi’s plan.” 

He said, however, that his visit 
with Kishi Monday was purely 
a courtesy call. 


In his hour-and-half long inter- 
view, the American business- 
man-diplomat covered a wide 
variety -of topics centering on 
the world economy. 

He called for a total removal 
of import restrictions to bring 
prosperity and higher living 
standard for peoples of the Free 
World, 

He said the prosperity of the 
United States, Japan and many 
other countries “depends on the 
removal of import restrictions 
and freer flow of goods and 
services.” : 

“I think these’ restrictive 


(import) measures retard hu- 
man progress in a free society,” 
he declared, and added that he 
hoped the world would move 
toward higher stdndard of liv- 
ing through abolition of tariffs. 
Johnston said he favored 
loans over grants in helping for- 
eign countries. ; 
“People understand loans bet- 
ter, he said. “If they are given 
money free, they would feet 
strings are attached.” ‘ 


He said his assertion is em- 
bodied in the U.S. budget for 
the coming fiscal year which 
calls for a decrease in grants 
and an increase in loans. He 
said the U.S. was “rapidly ap 
proaching” the point of dis 
continuing grants. é 


Japanese reporters queried 
Johnston on U.S.-Red China re+ 
lations but he declined com- 
ment, saying, “I am not in a 
position to discuss American 
foreign policy.” 

He said Anastas Mikoyan’s 
visit to the U.S. was a “good 
idea” but not for his comments 
while in the U.S. 

“What was important,” John- 
ston declared, “was what Miko- 
yan and his suite carried home 
in their mental luggages .. . 
what they saw, . they 
they learned and the impres- 
sions they received.” 

He said that kind of personal 
exchange would promote better 
understanding between the U.S. 


and the Soviet Union, 

He felt that Americans are 
not frightened of communism, 
but rather “extremely compla- 
cent about communism, too 
much so.” 

Other points he made during 
the interview were: 

1. American business will im- 
prove in the first half of this 
yecr, and “probably” will be 
much better in the latter half. 

2. The competition between 
television and motion picture 
has reached an equalization 
point in the U.S. and there will 
now be “relative stability” be- 
tween them. 

3. Motion picture attendance 
has decreased by 50 per cent 
since the peak year of 1948 but 
decrease in revenue has been 
kept at 25 per cent because of 
the rise in the admission and 
reduction of tax. 

4. U.S. foreign economic aids 
should be expanded greatly and 
should include cooperation of 
other countries including Japan, 
Britain and West Germany. 
Both Government and private 
money could be used for this 


purpose. 
5. American = like 
Japanese films and the market

London Approval 
of Greek-Turk _— 
Solution Certain 
ZURICH. (AP) — The 
prime ministers of Greece 
and Turkey agreed here 
Wednesday that Cyprus 
should become an inde- 
pendent republic perma- 
nently barred from joining 
either of their two coun- 


tries. 


Premiers Constantine Kara- 
maniis of Greece and Adnan 
Menderes of Turkey drank. a 
champagne toast to re-establish- 
ed Greek-Turkish friendship 
immediately after the end of 
their five-day conference. ) 

Their agreement, which \in- 
cludes a draft constitution for 
the island, requires the ,@p- 
proval of the British Govern- 
ment. The two foreign minis- 
ters—Evanghelos Averoff of 
Greece and Fatin Rusty Zorlu 
of Turkey—were to meet Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lioyd in London later Wednes- 
day. Tripartite negotiations on 
the end of British rule in Cyp- 
rus are expected to begin soon. 

The British Government—ex- 
asperated by the long and cost- 
ly Cyprus trouble—was expect- 
ed to approve the general lines 
of the agreement reached here. 

If the plan proposed by the 
two premiers comes into force 
it will heal a constant source 
of friction between Greece, 
Turkey and Britain which has 
strained the North Atlantic al- 
liance of which all three are 
members. 


The two premiers agreed that 
all three nations should garri- 
son troops on the eastern Medi- 
terranean island after independ- 
ence as a guarantee of its con- 
stitution and a safeguard for 
the 20 per cent Turkish minori- 
ty living there. 

Karamanlis and Menderes;ap- 
parently decided to ignore the 
so-called Macmillan Plan for 
Cyprus put forward by British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan several months ago. 

This plan would have establ- 
ished a three-nation p 
to govern the island for the next 
seven years, but made no ar

Brandt of 
U.S. Backing 


WASHINGTON (AP)—West 
Berlin's Mayor Willy Brandt 
sald Wednesday President 
Dwight D. EFlsenhower assured 
him “no Communist threat 
whatsoever” will force the Uni- 
ted States out of Free Berlin. 

The Social Democratic Mayor 
issued a brief statement after 
spending nearly half an hour 
with President Eisenhower at 
the White House. 

His statement said: “The 
President gave me the firm as- 
surance that the United States 
shall defend the people of Free 
Berlin against any effort to de- 
stroy their freedom. 

“He added that no Communist 
threat whatever shall deter the 
United States from the discharge 
of its responsibilities to the peo- 
ple of Berlin and that the Uni- 
ted States shall not be pushed 
out of Free Berlin.” 


Attacks Slogans 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mayor 
Willy Brandt of West Berlin 
Wednesday attacked what he 
called two disturbing slogans: 
“A demilitarized West Berlin” 
and “Berlin a free city.” 


“By now it is generally known 
what this means,” he said in a 
speech. “Russian troops are to 
retreat to the city limits, West- 
ern troops are to retreat at least 
to West Germany. And Berlin, 
empty of foreign troops, would 
then be surrounded only by 
Russian divisions, 


“This is not demilitarization. 
This is elimination of a West- 
ern position, the position of 
freedom, justice and human 
dignity. 

“My opinion its: If there is 
talk of the withdrawal of troops 
and of thinned-out zones, this 
kind of development can not 
start- with Berlin but must 
rather end with it. 


“And now the other slogan: 
- The ‘free city. We ought not 
to forget the experiment with 
another ‘free city,” namely 
Danzig, which hardly helped to 
contribute to world peace. Con- 
ditions in Danzig were idyllic 
compared to what is intended 
for West Berlin. 


“What good is all such talk 
if the people of West Berlin 
will not even be free to decide 
which currency and which 
legal system they want to have 
- ++ To this we can only say 
a distinct ‘no.’” 


Brandt addressed a luncheon 
meeting of the Research _In- 
stitute, a private organization 
whose members include some 
top names in American indus- 
try and business. 


Mavor Brandt noted that the 
East German Communists com- 
plain that large numbers of re- 
fugees seek asylum in West 
Berlin, saying: 


“One can, indeed, understand 
the Soviets’ worries, since two 
million people have fled the So- 
viet German Republic in the 
past 10 years... 


“My suggestion would be that 

East German authorities should 
create such conditions that the 
people would not be compelled 
to engage in a permanent ple- 
biseite by fleeing the Soviet 
Zone.” 


The mayor scoffed at Soviet 
statements that West Berlin has 
tried to maintain an occupation 
regime. 

“The United States and the 
two other Western powers are 
in Berlin not as occupying 
—— acting against the in- 

abitants, but as _ protective 

wers, and they are our 
riends,” he said. 


“If it should be possible to get 
additional guarantees through 
the United Nations, it would 
only be welcomed by us.

New US. Test Bid 
Rejected by Soviet 


GENEVA (AP)—The United 
States invited the Soviet Union 
Wednesday to join in a wide 
ranging study of new technical 
data related to the problem of 
detec nuclear explosions. 

The Russians, however, re- 
jected this approach at a 9%0- 
minute meeting of the three 
power conference on suspension 
of nuclear weapons tests. 

American nuclear shots con- 
ducted last autumn before the 
opening of the Geneva treaty 
negotiations showed that detec- 
tion of underground blasts was 
more difficult than was original- 
ly believed. , 


U.S. Ambassador James J. 
Wadsworth told the conference 
that it would be of great value 
if the scientists attached to the 
American, British and Soviet 
delegations could study the new 
material together. 

The Russians have indicated 
they have new data of their own 
on the subject. The American 
delegation suggested that this 
also be brought into the con- 
ference for evaluation. 

Soviet delegate Semyon Tsa- 
rapkin—following the line laid 
down in a Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry statement last weekend— 
took the position that a reopen- 
ing of technical aspects of the 
nuclear problem would delay 
negotiations for a test suspen- 
sion treaty. 


World TB Deaths Drop 
50 Per Cent in 5 Years 


GENEVA (UPI)—Tuberculosis 
deaths dropped roughly 50 per 
cent from 1952 to 1957, the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) announced Tuesday. 

A WHO report said the drop 
was mainly due to new drugs 
such as INH and streptomycin.

Kuriles Can Be Taken Up 
Later: Japan Team Head 


CATRO (AP)—Kunisuke Na- 
gano, chairman of the Afro- 
Asian Solidarity Committee of 
Japan, Tuesday reaffirmed his 
belief Japan has an immediate 
right over Okinawa, which has 
beeh occupied by the United 
States since World War Il, 


Nagano at the same time said 
the future status of the South- 
ern Kuriles Islands, occupied by 
the Soviet Union also since the 
war, can wait until a peace 
treaty is signed by the two coun- 
tries. 


Nagano heads the three-man 
Japanese delegation to the three- 
day Afro-Asian Solidarity Coun- 
cil meeting which opens Wed- 
nesday. He told reporters he 
wanted to make clear Japan’s 
position regarding Okinawa and 
the Kuriles after “some confu- 
sion created” by the Japanese 
delegation which attended the 
recently concluded Afro-Asian 
Youth Conference. The Japa- 
nese Youth delegation wanted to 
include Japan’s rights over the 
Kuriles in a resolution which 
mentioned only Okinawa. 

Nagano also opposed the stand 
of the Japanese youth delega- 
tion which had said the Soviet 


Cyprus 
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summit conference, said the two 
premiers reached a compromise 
agreement “despite the consider- 
able difficulties” presented by 
the (Cyprus) problem. 

“The cause of freedom and 
collaboration and of prosperity 
on Cyprus emerged victoriously 
from this trial,” the communi- 
que said. 

Details of the accord will not 
be made public until the British 
Government has given its ap- 
proval, 


The communique referred to 
the friendship of the two na- 
tions established by “the great 
statesmen Ataturk and Veni- 
zelos” and said the conference 
marked a decisive stage in the 
revival of this friendship. 

Karamanlis and Menderes 
were scheduled to return by 
plane to their respective capitals 
immediately after the luncheon. 
Athens reports said Karamanlis 
was to meet Archbishop 
Makarios, spiritual leader of the 
Greek Cypriot community, Wed- 
nesday night to discuss details 
of the agreement, 

Progress had been held up by 
a Turkish demand for the right 
to station troops on Cyprus as 
a tangible guarantee and pro- 
tection for the Turkish minori- 
ty. The sources said the Greek 
delegation at first was resolute- 
ly opposed to this idea, but 
later accepted a compromise un- 
der which a small Turkish de- 
tachment would be matched by 
a considerably larger Greek 
detachment also to be stationed 
on the island. | 


The accord reportedly con- 
tains a provision to prevent 
enosis—union with Greece— 
similar to the article in the Aus- 
trian Peace Treaty which per- 
manentiy bars Austria from 
rejoining Germany, 

The proposed Cyprus Con- 
stitution provides for a Greek 
Cypriot president and Turkish 
Cypriot vice president, each of 
whom would have a veto power 
over matters concerning de- 
fense, foreign affairs and in- 
ternal security. 

The National Assembly would 
contain 70 per cent Greek and 
30 per cent Turkish seats. Se- 
parate bodies of the Greek and 
Turkish communities would 
deal with education and similar 
local affairs. 

(UPI reported that all going 
well, Britain was expected to 
stage a phased withdrawal from 
the island which would move 
rapidly toward independence 
and join the United Nations as 
a fully fledged sovereign na- 
tion. 

(There were no immediate 
plans, however, to draw Cyprus 
into full membership of the 
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Union had no right to attend 
an Afro-Asian conference. He 
said the Soviets should be al- 
lowed to participate in such con- 
ferences. 

In a statement which he will 
present to the council, Nagano 
made clear his views on the 
Kuriles and Okinawa.

In light of the above-mentioned 
facts it is not appropriate to in- 
ternationalize these issues. 

On Okinawa the statement 
said: 

“It is evident from the fact 
that the United States recog- 
nizes Japan's residual sovereign- 
ty over Okinawa that it con- 
stitutes part of Japanese terri- 
tory. The return of Okinawa to 
Japan is not only the unanim- 
ous demand of ninety million 
Japanese but is also a matter of 
common concern of all Afro- 
Asian peoples in view of the 
fact that it has been transform- 
ed into a rocket base and thus 


threatens the peace of every 
Asian nation.” 


Indonesia Won’t Use 


Force in New Guinea 


CANBERRA (AP)—Indonesia 
will not use force in its claims 
to West New Guinea, visiting 
Indonesian Minister Su- 
bandrio told a news conference 
Wednesday. 

“If we were to use force we 
would not only have to face the 
Netherlands and Australia, but 
this would also involve the 
United Kingdom, the United 
States and other countries. Then 
we might be farther away from 
our claims to West New Guinea 
because our independence might 
be in jeopardy.”

H’kong Textile Flood Claimed

NEW YORK, (AP)—*“A preci- 
pitous and alarming increase” 
in textile shipments from Hong- 
kong to the United States is 
threatening “the orderly and 
friendly trade relations” between 
America and Japan, an Ameri- 
can textile official said here. 


W. Ray Bell, president ef the 
Association of Cotton Textile 
Merchants, told the group’s an- 
nual meeting that the lack of 
quotas on exports of textiles and 
textile products from Hongkong 
is resulting in a precipitous and 
alarming increase in shipments 
to the U.S. 

“With no quantity limitations 
on the Hongkong opportunists 
who are essentially a front for 
Red China, how much longer 
can we expect to preserve the 
orderly and friendly trade rela- 
tions which were the basic spi- 
rit of our Japanese quota ar- 
rangements?” he asked, 

Bell said the value of cotton 
apparel exports to the United 


States, applicable to all nations 


States from Hongkong have 
risen from $670,000 in 1956 to 
5,721,000 dollars in 1957, hitting 
$17,600,000 last year. 

One result of these increases, 
he said, has been to make the 
Japanese restless and dissatisfi- 
ed at the refusal of further con- 
cessions in areas already sub- 
ject to the greatest concentra- 
tion. 

“While concessions to Japan 
are unlikely to be made for 
1959,” Bell said, “an explana- 
tion of the favoritism to Hong- 
kong in unrestricted expansion 
is bound to be difficult.”

Japan Fish Boat 
Blamed in Collision 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Rus- 
sian Navy organ Soviet Fleet 
Wednesday charged “gross vio- 
lation of maritime regulations” 
in the ramming of a Soviet tank- 
er by a Japanese fishing vessel. 


The newspaper said the un- 
identified tanker was towed by 
the trawler Pelamida at 3:45 
a.m. on Jan. 21 off Korea when 
it was rammed by the Japanese 
ship identified as N.S. 2488258.” 


It charged the Japanese ves- 
sel disregarded signals by the 
two Soviet ships, rammed the 
tanker and punched a hole in 
its stern, and then left the scéne 
at full speed without stopping 
to ascertain the damage. 


The incident “must not go un- 
punished,” Soviet Fleet said.

Hints at U.N. Appeal 


SEOUL (UPI)—Vice Foreign 
Minister Kim Dong Jo indicated 
Wednesday that the Republic of 
Korea may appeal to the United 
Nations against Japanese repa- 
triation of Koreans in Japan to 
North Korea, 


Asked to comment on press 
reports from Tokyo which quot- 
ed Japanese Foreign Minister 
Alichiro Fujiyama as saying 
Japan plans to take the case to 
the United Nations, Kim said: 

“It is ridiculous. That is what 
we would do.” 


Kim said the Japanese repa- 
triation plans disregard South 
Korean sovereignty which is re- 
cognized by the world body. 
Therefore, he said, the “Free . 
World” should condemn the 
Japanese plan.

La Boheme and 


From the stormy peaks of 
“Otello,” the artists of the| 
“Liriea Italiana” have. now} 
moved down to more habitable} 


levels and peaceful valleys 
Puccini's “La Boheme” and) 
Denizetti’s “L’Elisir d'amore” 


are ingratiatingly gay and senti- 
mentally moving and the visit- 
ing singers gave a convincing 
demonstration of the reason for 
the great popularity of these 
works. 


-On the ample stage of the 
“Lakarazuka Theater (despite its 
intolerable acoustics) Bruno 
Nofri staged a. beautiful over. 
formance of “La Boheme.” Nino 
Verchi's musical direction elicit- 
ed from the NHK Symphony 
Orchestra a persuasive interpre- 
tation of Puccini's bitter-sweet 
sore, even if it did not always 
rise to the fullest warmth and 
expressiveness. The designs of 
Veniero Cora@santi provided a 
properly bleak garret and a pic- 
turesquely gay Cafe Momus as 
settings for the sufferings and 
spirited antics of the Parisian 
Boheme. The entire action was 
concentrated on creating real 
characters in a touchingly hu- 
man drama. 


The young soprano, Angels 
Vercelli, presented a credibie 
delineation of the consumptive 
heroine Mimi, who dreams of 
love as "well as of silks and sa- 
tins. Her Mimi was youthful 
and gay, tender and tragic. One 
sensed the flirt beyond each of 
her little broken phrases, which, 
after all, gave a semblance of 
truth to the little seamstress’ 
relationship with Rodolfo. Miss 
Vercelli brought the proper 
dramatic accent with an instinc- 
tive delicacy and sense of style. 


The tenor, Gianni <aia, was 


another revelation. His clear, 
vibrant tones fully expressed 
Rodolfo’s youthful exuberance 


and ardor. There was a real 
ring as his voice rose to the high 
C at the climax of the poet's 
narrative and in certain out- 
bursts in the third act. Mr. Jaia 
was admirably partnered by the 
other three Bohemians—Scipio 
Colombo, as a gentle Marcello. 
a real tower of strength; Ar- 
turo La Porta, a most resource- 
ful Schaunard; and Plinio Cla 
bassi,. whose sonorous bass 
voice gave wonderful expression 
to his characterization of the 
amiable, philosophic Colline. 
His singing of the “Vecchia 
zimarra”—the simple apos 
trophe to the beloved coat he is 
about to pawn—won him a wel- 
deserved ovation. 

Alda Noni was a vivacious 
Musetta. She had the full meas- 
ure of the Latin Quarter gri- 
sette down to the last insinua- 
tion of gesture and romp. In 
contrast, her moment of pathos 
im the last act, her little prayer 
to the Virgin, seemed to emerge 
epontaneously out of Mimi's 
death scene. Two distinctive 
bits of characterization were pro- 
vided by Giorgio Onesti as the 
landlord Benoit and as the 
wealthy fop, Alcindoro. 

After the pathos of “La Bo 
heme,” Donizetti's “L’Elisir d’- 
amore” revealed still another 
facet of the lyric stage. Opera 
can also contain absurdity, 
tomfoolery, tongte - in - cheek 
spoofing, and sheer exuberance, 
but of course only when the 
make-believe of the stage is car- 
ried out with spontaneity and 
vivacity. 


It was precisely such bub 
bling vivacity that the conductor, 
Alberto Erede, sought to bring 
out from Donizetti’s merry score 
to enhance our pleasure in a 
delightful evening. The star of 
this “Elixir of Love,” of course, 
was the tenor, Ferruccio Tag- 
liavini; he seems to be a verit- 
able incarnation of Nemorino, 
the country bumpkin who is 
taken in by the quack Doctor 
Dulcamara and buys the cheap, 
heady wine that is the “elixir” 
of the title. Not only did his 
singing give great musical pleas- 
ure, but his acting of Nemorino 
as a likeable, tubby little fellow 
with his little round hat was 
also in style. After amusing 


L’Elisir d’ Amore 


and charming the packed au 
dience at the Takarazuka Thea- 
ter, his singing of the sighing 
aria, “Una furtiva lagrima,” for 
which everyone had apparently 
been waiting, brought down the 
house. 

Alda Noni this time was a 
hussy of a different variety 
from her Musetta of a coupie of 
evenings earlier. As Adina, the 
wayward town beauty, she was 
sprightly and mischievous, but 
whose charm was perfectly ca!- 
culated to drive both the loutisn 
Nemorino and the imperious 
Sergeant Belcore to distraction. 
This latter, as characterized by 
the stalwart Arturo La Porta, 
was imbued with vigor In voice 
and action, thus giving point 
to the Sergeant's claim that “in 
love as in war, a siege is dull 
and tiring.” 

The young bass, Paolo Montar- 
solo, was a resplendent Doctor 
Dulkeamara. He made his first 
appearance complete with horse 
and cart, not as an unctuous 
buffo quack, but every inch of 
his handsome tall figure a “dot- 
tore enciclopedico.” He tossed 
ofi his roulades and his patter 
passages with Nemorino with 
tonal solidity and conviction. 
Santa Chissari completed the 
cast as a pert Giannetta. 

Mr. Nofri’s production divid- 
ed the action into three acts. A 
single set by the noted stage 
designer, the late Mario Pom- 
pei, was used with appropriate 
variations to serve as a village 
square and Adina’s fa 
for the wedding feast. The cos- 
tumes were colorful. The 
chorus sang with considerable 
animation and the necessary 
joie de vivre. The real elixir 
emerged not from a bottle but 
from Donizetti's bubbling music, 
to generate a warm gayety on 
both sides of the proscenium. 


Many Grads Seek 


Doctor’s Degrees 


Applications for doctor’s de- 
grees are pouring in from unr 
versity graduates whd hope to 
make the grade before March 
1960 when a law providing for 
stricter requirements will go 
inty force. 

The Education Ministry esti- 
mates that there will be about 
8,000 new doctors this year, for 
in the first month and a half 
applications have been received 
from more than 900 persons, 
is comparable to like 
figures in the United States 
where 8,756 became doctors in 
1957 alone. 

In Japan, the number for last 
year was 5,600 or 10 times as 
many as in 1935. 

Under the present system, the 
doctorate is granted on the basis 
of dissertations alone, but the 
nev, system to be enforced next 


year will require aspirants to 


take tests in two foreign lan- 
guages and general knowledge 
in addition to submitting the 
thesis. 

Since the institution of the 
doctorate system in this coun- 
try 40 years ago, a total of 51,- 
912 persons have been granted 


degrees for studies in 14 differ- 
ent ficids, from law and medi- 


cine to literature and science.

However, an agreement was 
reached between Yokoi and the 
Hachisuka family under which 
Yokoi will repay “more than 
half” of the ¥29 million “im- 
mediately” and the balance in 
installments over a period of 
about three years.

Six employes of a Tokyo taxi 
company were injured yester- 
day in a fist fight between union- 
ists who had split in two groups. 
The first union members of 
the Kitamitsu Automobile Co. 
went on strike last Friday when 
the management announced the 
dismissal of two drivers. 
Afraid of losing their jobs, 
members of the second union 
borrowed cars from an affiliated 
company. 

The first union members had 
hidden the keys or flattened the 
tires of the 25 vehicles belong- 
ing to the Kitamitsu company. 

The fight broke out when the 
first union members let out the 
air in the tires of the borrowed 
cars. 

Two first unionists and four 
second unionists suffered in- 
juries before police from the 
Takinogawa station could quell 
the inter-union battle.

The boy, in reply to questions 
by the presiding judge at yester- 
day’s session, admitted having 
killed the two women, but de- 
nied having raped them. He re- 
tracted his previous confession 
on the latter charge as “a lie.” 


8 Passengers on Ginga 
Fleeced of ¥69,700 


A total of ¥69,700 was report- 
ed stolen from eight passengers 
aboard two sleeper coaches of 
the Japanese National Rail- 
ways’ night express Ginga 
which arrived in Tokyo yester- 
day morning from Kobe. 

One of the victims, Shin 
Yamaguchi, 48, a Kobe factory 
owner, told the train conductor 
that he woke up around 3 a.m.

Upon further investigation by 
the conductor, seven other pas- 
sengers on the same train said 
sums ranging from ¥7,000 to

U.S. Navy Ship Sent 
To Save Fishermen 


The U.S. Navy attack trans- 
port USS George Clymer was 
steaming yesterday from Yoko- 
suka Naval Base near Tokyo to 
pick up survivors of a Japanese 
tuna boat which radioed Tues- 
day night it was sinking in the 
Pacific with 27 men aboard. 


The navy said the George Cly- 
mer, commanded by Capt. Ker- 
foot B. Smith, had been dispatch- 
ed following reports that two 
survivors in a lifeboat had been 
sighted about 500 miles east of 
Naha, Okinawa. . 

The sighting report came 
from a Japanese patrol plane 
participating in a joint Ameri- 
can-Japanese air-sea search for 
the 244-ton Kissho Maru, whose 
home port is Yaizu.

Of the 2,531 
eligible votes, the number of 
votes favoring the pro-base can- 
didates was only 305 more than 
the votes cast for antibase can- 
didates. 

Monzaburo Maeda of the pro- 
base camp won the 16th place 
by drawing lots as he and Ma- 
sahiko Ohnuma of the antibase 
group shared the same number 
of votes, both 99. 

It is expected that as a result 
of the election, the movement 
against the establishment of the 


missile firing range will be in- 
tensified.

In certain works of art, it 
near blasphemy to talk about 
their technival excellence. The 
impact they leave on the human 
heart is so urgent, so exalted 
that one does not dare look 
around for evidence of a craft 
which may account in any wa’ 
for the enormity of the effect. 
The experience of such an im 
pact is rare in filmdom as in any 


Other domain of art. “Ni Liv” 
(Nine Lives), the Norwegian 
film opening at New Toho 


Saturday is one of such works 


of art. 
It is a real story of the only 
survivor of .the Norwegian 


saboteurs againat the Germans 


during the last war. After suc-

Quest for novelty in enter- 
tainment can lead men to al) 
kinds of paths—among them, 
the use of wild animals. Usually 
there are two types of anima! 
entertainment—one, lik» the 
circus, makes animals perform 
tricks as tacit tribute to man’s 
conquest and mastery over 
them, and the other exploits the 
sensation of pure terror aroused 
in man when he finds himself 
staring in the face of the wild 
animal. 


The latfer type of entertain- 
_ment is usually the domain of 
the movies unless one wants to 
count the bullfight. With tech- 
nical evolutions in photography, 
it is natural that more movies 
should attempt to excel in the 
art of creating terror sensations 
on the screen through the cap 
tured imagery of wild animals. 

“Harry Black,” the British 
film which opened yesterday at 
Marunouchi Toho, is one of 
those films. Photographer Harry 
Gilan has captured some stun- 
ning aspects of a large jungle 
tiger in its natural habitat— 
South India in this case—and the 
terror struck by the wild beast, 
twice in the film, in assaulting 
humans, is quite memorable. 
The picture is quite successful 
in that but to that extent only. 


For this is not a film about @ 
tiger, but the story of Harry 
Black who emerges from David 
Walker’s story book in the gal 
lant shape Stewart Granger 
with all the dramatic distinctions 
that go with the film hero. He 


is a world famous hunter just | **-“ 


appointed by the Government of 
India as its official hunter to 
eliminate the ravenous mar 
eater which is alarming the 
native population of late. 


He is accompanied by a na- 
tive tracker named Bapu, just 
about the only refreshi in- 
dividual in the picture, played 
by an Indian actor, L, 8. Johar. 
Ba is a shameless beggar of 
whiskey, but in his turn pro 
vides his master his brand of 
philosophy to come to better 
terms with life. Without this 
Bapu, the picture would have 

insufferably dull except 
for a few moments of terror 
coming from the big cat. 


Not that it lacks in plot 
devices..The film has the usual 
amount of melodramatic in 
gredients. Harry Black, though 
as handsome as Stewart Granger, 
is one-legged, and a story must 
be told to explain that, too. It 
takes us back to the war days 
when he was a POW in Ger- 
many together with his costar 
Anthony Steel, 


In the peculiar episode of mass 
escape from the na | prisor., 
Anthony was a coward and his 
cowardice cost Stewart his leg, 
when they were caught by 
German gunfire. Mr. Granger 
has another reason to look at 
his ex-buddy with coolness 
when they run into each other 
in India 15 years later. He had 
met his wife, Barbara Rush, in 
London, and had been wishing 
himself in Mr, Steel's place ever 
since, 


Miss Rush plays her part in- 
telligently in full awareness otf 
the banality of her role. She 
can picture herself as a roman- 
tie sweetheart to the great 
hunter-hero, but never as so 
humiliated a thing as an erring 
wife to her socially better-estab- 
lished husband. Her solid sense 


of middie class respectability 
forbids such a course. 

There are a few ntia! 
points of interest which, if 
_ might have made 
this film a more interesting 
one, such as Harry Black's 
temporar. loss of nerves when 
he suddenly -finds himself face 
to face with the beast at one 
unguarded moment, and his sub 
sequent loss of confidence as a 
hunter. But nothing is explored 
more than skin deep, as if it 
were the sworn policy of direc- 
tor Hugo Fregonese to keep 
everything in the lulling state 
of soap opera>—F.S.

For the 
humanity Jan meets on the 
Swedish borders is warm and 
real, no less impressive than 
Jan HKimself—simple farm folks 
who staked their lives to or 
ganize a rescue party under the 
very nose of the German sen- 
tinels, and unforgettably, the 
Lapp shepherd who suddenly 
materialized out of the blue sky 
to take dying Jan away on his 
reindeer sledge. 


The climactic scene is of un- 
believable beauty—a cloud of 
galloping reindeer in the midst 
of which one glimpses the sledge 
on which is securely fastened 
Jan Baalstrud, now all wrapped 
up in skins, shouting and firing 
his empty gun to the skies in 
mad, delirious triumph, For a 
few fleeting seconds, only a 
single dancing pair of huge 
black antlers of the running 
reindeer are left as the sole 
imagery on the screen, a 
singularly fitting symbol of the 
joyous mood of jubilation of 
these glorious moments.

Japanese Films 


‘Hyotan Suzume’ 
(Pull length cartoon) 


One would have thought (in 
fact, one—Lafcadio Hearn— 
already har) that the Japanese 
would be particularly good at 
cartoons, animated or otherwise. 
There is a concern for tiny 
things, particularly if they are 


ual dexterity, and a passion for 
the cute. Yet, Japanese car- 
toons are not particularly goo, 
and what the disillusioned and 
nearsighted Mr. Hearn had to 
say about kamishibal, the far- 
sighted Mr. Richie can, and has 
said about the animated car- 
toon. 

Thus an exception to this gen- 
eral rule laid so ruthlessly down 
is more than welcome: it is 
surprising. The surprise is in 
the form of a full-length ani- 
mated cartoon called “Hyotan 
Suzume” (Sparrow in the 
Gourd) which is presently visi- 
ble at all Toho theaters. The 
work of Ryuichi Yokoyama, 
whose 1957 “Fukusuke” was 
nothing much, it is certainly the 
best full-length cartoon to come 
from Japan. 

But we must begin instant 
qualification. There have only 
been four or five full-length car- 
toons and all have been rela- 
tively poor. Thus, this new 
Yokoyama cartoon is only com- 
paratively good and we shail 
not in the same breath breathe 
a word about the work of 
Bachelor and Hallas, or the 
UPA. 

Again, as in “Fukusuke,” we 
are in frog-land—Yokoyama 
draws little but frogs—and this 
time the local inhabitants are 
being terrorized by a pirate-frog 
named Dom. When he gets to 
become king, he is called King 
Dom, Get it?—an example 
of the film’s humor at its more 
cerebral. 

Most of the time the humor is 
not this involved, and it is near- 
ly always visual. It is particu- 


larly good when incorporating 
those near-surrealist touches

Beating Predicted 
For U.S. Skaters 


NEW YORK (AP)-—Former 
speed skating star Irving Jaffee 
believes the United Stetes will 
be soundly defeated in every 
competition but figure skating at 
the 1960 Winter Olympics. 

“We're going to get clobbered 
again in everything but figure 
skating at the 1960 Winter Olym- 
pics,” says Jaffee, 


“Worst of all the Russians 
will pick up most of the gold 
medais and score another big 
propaganda victory all over the 
world,” moaned the winner of 
the 5,000 and 10,000 meter races 
at the 1932 Winter Games. 


“What people over here in 
the United States still don’t seem 
to recognize is that the Rus- 
sians are using subsidized ath- 
letes who do nothing else but 
train for sports, It’s like send- 
ing men against boys and we 
use the boys. 


“The Russians have been us- 
ing their victories to point out 
that American youth is soft. 
That is not true, but they are 
succeeding in getting that mes- 
sage over. 

“Now I'm not complaining 
about winning or losing. It’s 
the unfairness of the thing. I 
assure you that if you turned 
over a squad of youngsters to 
me under the same circum- 
stances I'll guarantee you a flock 
of gold medals. We have the 
material but we restrict our- 
selves to the full amateur code 
a the Russians just laugh 
a 

“What irritates me most,” said 
Jaffee, “is how well their prop- 
aganda goes over. 

“IT deal almost exclusively 
with well educated executives 
who should know the score. 
Yet, after we take repeated 
shellackings in speed skating, 
hockey and what have you 
from the Russians, these same 
men ask me “What's happening 
meron youth. Are they getting 


“Consider this background. 
The Russians set up an eight 
vear-pian in 1952 and it will 
reach its peak in 1960. They 
have trained thousands of speed 
skaters, skiers and hockey 
players. These athletes do noth- 
ing else. If one breaks a world 
record he is made a ‘Master 
of Sport’ which brings him in- 
come of from 15,000 to 20,000 
rubles. He is given a job con- 
nected with sports. Not only 
that but he is given a home and 
all his children are given prefer- 
ential treatment.” 

Jaffee, just back from the 
Olympic speed skating trails at 
Powderhorn Park in the St. 
Paul-Minneapolis area, added: 

“Not only do they mold 


athletes, but they give them the 


best equipment to work with. 
For example ere are 400 
Olympic size skating rinks and 
10, registered speed skaters 
in the Moscow area alone. 
Know how many Olympic rinks 
there are in the U.S.? Just two, 
Powderhorn and Grossinger 
Lake (N.Y.).” 


The Scandinavians and other 
European countries are much 
more liberal than America in 
interpreting the amateur rules. 
They permit athletes to work 
for sporting goods firms, en- 
dorse products and write books 
on sports. 


“I can't even give Don Me 
Dermott a job sharpening skates 
even though I've coached him 
for years. Don works in the 
post office during the day so he 
can go to college at night. 
When does he practice? After 
school, some time between 11 
at night and one in the morn- 
ing. And he's one of our top 
stars.” 


McDermott, of Englewood 
Cliffs, N.J., took second behind 
teammate Ken Henry in the 
Olympic 500 in 1952, but was 
far back in the 1956 races. He 
has made the team for the third 
time and will compete in the 
1960 Games at Squaw Valley, 
Calif. 

So what's the answer? 

“It's up to Avery Brundage, 
the sident of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee, and 
his committee to see that the 
rules are the same for every- 
one,” said Jaffee. “I certainly 
think we should liberalize our 
own rules.”

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The German Question 
Secretary of State Dulles has returned to the United 
States from his flying visit to London, Paris and Bonn only 
to enter hospital, although he had time for an interview 


with President Fisenhower. 


Mr. Dulles has all the political threads at his finger 
tips and it is hoped that he will make a speedy recovery 
and be able to resume his official duties before long. 

The news of Mr. Dulles’ entry into hospital has caused 
somé misgiving in Europe but perhaps a week or two's 
letup from international political activities may do no harm. 
There is such a thing as forcing the pace a little too hard. 

Mr. Dulles went to Europe because he felt that face- 
to-face talks with British, French and West German leaders 
might help to avert the danger of war over Berlin in the 


coming months. 


That he did so in spite of failing health 


and personal discomfort shows that he regarded the situa- 


tion as serious. 


What he accomplished as a result of his 


trip cannot be fully Known at present but West Berlin’s 
Mayor Willy Brandt, now in the United States, said that 
Secretary Dulles had given him a report on his visit to 
London, Paris and Bonn and he (Herr Brandt) felt quite 
happy “about the renewal of the assurances of the West's 


position.” 


The actual situation in Berlin, and in Germany gen- 
erally, remains much as it was and there may be no fresh 


developments for some time to come. 


The greatest un- 


easiness arises from the position that Soviet Russia, or 
the East German Red regime, with its connivance, may 
make some new aggressive move at any time and that it 
is impossible to foresee what this might be. 

In the meantime, the four-power working committee, 
composed of American, British, French and West German 
diplomats, has concluded drafting a reply to the Soviet, 
note of January 10 which proposed a peace conference 


with the two sections of Germany. 


It is reported that the 


draft rejects the Soviet proposal that a 28-nation conference 
should be convened to draft a peace treaty with the “two 
Germanys” and proposes instead that a meeting of foreign 
ministers be held to prepare the ground for a peace 


conference. 


This draft reply must needs be forwarded to the 
NATO powers for approval and subsequent despatch to 


Moscow. 


Whether Mr. Dulles’ illness will lead to delay 


in this respect is not clear at the moment but there does 
not appear to be any specific hurry. Moscow is now 
perfectly aware of the Western powers’ position on Berlin 
and the necessary measures for the reunification of Ger- 
many, and it may even welcome a little delay in receiving 
an official reply to its latest note.

not be carried out—provided the Western allies stand firm 
while avoiding giving the Reds any cause for making fresh 
trouble.

Nevertheless, it is quite certain that sooner or later 
the whole German Question must be solved if the world is 
to remain at peace and the “cold war” committed to oblivion. 


The Streetcar Dilemma 


A sort of trial was conducted in Tokyo a couple of 
weeks ago in which the defendant was a one-kilometer 
stretch of streetcar tracks. The verdict ignored the ques- 
tion of guilt or innocence; it was simply a decree in favor 


of the status quo. 


What happened was this. 


The Metropolitan Police 


Agency petitioned to have the tracks, located on a narrow, 
congested street fronting Keio University, removed, charg- 
ing that the streetcars were a serious traffic obstruction. 
The Metropolitan Traffic Bureau, which operates the street- 
ear line, argued that trams had just as much a right to 
be there as any other vehicles. 

Unfortunately the factors in the case somewhat pre- 
cluded a Solomon-like judgment. All the judges—members 
of the Metropolitan Traffic Council—could do was throw 


up their hands. 


The reader should not be bothered by the confusing 


similarity in the names of these agencies. 


Suffice it to 


note that they were each faced with a heck of a problem 
and none could be satisfied with the result. 

From the standpoint of favoring the largest number 
of people, the retention ‘of the streetcars was certainly a 


fair decision. 


It was perhaps the only decision possible. 


To take up the tracks would mean having to put more 
buses on the street and they might slow down traffic as 


much as the trams. 


To widen the street would be out of 


the question, because of the tremendous cost and litigation 


it would involve. 


This dilemma is only one of many. There isn’t a 
streetcar line in the city that we couldn’t get along much 
better without—if substitute transportation were only 
provided. Subways are of course the ultimate answer and 


they are being constructed as rapidly as possible. 


Buses 


are even better, so long as they are routed only on wide 
thoroughfares; and the city has an ambitious program to 


build wide thoroughfares. 


We have yet to see real evidence, though, that the 
powers to ‘be recognized the need to éliminate streetcars 


wherever possible. 


This should be a prime policy in the 


relentless task of redesigning the city for 20th century 


requirements. 


The Governors’ Race 


Gubernatorial Elections in Tokyo, Osaka Test of Party Strength 


This year is termed “a year 
of elections.” With the local 
elections siated for April and 
the Upper House election sched- 
uled for June, public interest is 
growing on a nationwide scale. 


These elections, being held 
under the two-party system, 
constitute an important 
barometer of the life of the Kishi 
regime, on the one hand, and 
a touchstone for the Socialist 
Party to forge ahead, riding on 
the crest of the “unpopularity” 
of Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi on. the other. 


That is why, both the Liberal- 
Democratic and Opposition So 
cialist parties are more dead set 
in preparing for the coming 
elections than the candidates 
themselves, since the parties’ 
lives are at stake in the coming 
races. 


An intense informal election 
campaign is already under way 
on a nationwide scale, although 
no official announcement has 
been made of either the local 
or the Upper House election. 


Of pivotal interest in the 
prefectural gubernatorial elec- 
tions slated for April 23 are the 
races for the governorship of 
Tokyo, in the east and of Osaka, 
the “commercial capital” of 
Japan, in the west. 


In the gubernatorial elections 
for Tokyo and Osaka, it is 
highly interesting that the pres- 
ent governors of the two cities, 
both in their third term, have 
withdrawn from the coming 
races in order to enter the 
central political arena and the 
candidates backed by the con- 
servative and progressive par- 
ties are all new men. 


The gubernatorial elections 
already held recertiy in Ehime, 
Shizuoka and ot ~« prefectures, 
were all won by incumbents 
endorsed by the conservative 
camp, with the Socialist-backed 
candidates suffering a crushing 
defeat. 


Socialist Party officers blame 
the defeat on the incumbent 
governors and their supporters 
misusing their powers of office. 
They said it would be a great 
mistake to think that the out- 
come of the elections in Tokyo 
and Osaka where the new men 
from both the progressive and 
conservative camps are vying, 
would be the same as in the 
recent elections. Socialist ex- 
ecutives go so far as to say: 
“This time, we're sure to win 
the Tokyo governorship race.” 


Should the Liberal-Democrat- 
supported candidates lose out 
to the Socialist-backed candi- 
dates in either the Tokyo or 
Osaka gubernatorial elections, 
it would constitute a major po- 
litical defeat for the Tory party, 
although the elections are on 
the local level. 


In view of the political signi- 
ficance of the coming gover- 
norship races in Tokyo and 
Osaka, The Japan Times news 
staff in Tokyo and Osaka have 
made a critical analysis of elec- 
tion prospects.

To raise funds needed for his 
pre-election campaigns, he sold 
his restaurant “Katsura” in 
Mita, Tokyo to Keita Goto, pres 
ident of the Tokyo Electric Ex- 
press Railway Co. (Tokyu) for 
¥40 million. The money was not 
enough for his pre-election drive 
extending over a _ four-year 
period. At the end of last year, 
he offered another piece of 

rivate property—the Hanyaen 

estaurant in Shiba-Shirokane 
—for ¥120 million, There were 
no takers for that price, so he 
cut it down to ¥100 million, Still 
he could find no buyer. 


Then Arita attempted to sell 
the Hanyaen to Goto for ¥70 
million. But Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi reportedly step- 
in and persuaded Got> 
against it. Kishi reasoned with 
the businessman, telling him 
that the Socialist candidate 
would certainly spend the money 
for his gubernatorial election to 
further handicap Azuma. 


Arita, according to informantr, 
is firmly determined to win the 
election this time and has 
already raised a total of ¥309 
million by selling his own prop- 
erty and obtaining funds 
raised by .the Socialist Party, 
the General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions and other labor. 
unions, 


Arita’s election campaign 
office will be commanded by So- 
cialist secretary general Inejiro 
Asanuma, and his supporters’ 
association is headed by Toyo 
hiko Kagawa, Socialist Party 
adviser. Among his prominent 
backers are Ennosuke Ichikawa, 
Kabuki actor and Kon Shimizu, 
cartoonist. 


Asanuma predicts that Arita 
is sure to win this time. 


The Tokyo gubernatorial 
election has been held three 
times since the end of World 
War Il. In the first postwar 
election in 1947 Yasui garner- 


ed a total of 720,000 votes 
while Socialist candidate Daiki- 
chiro Tagawa had 620,000. In 
the second election in 1951, 
Yasui outrivaled Socialist Kanju 
Kato by a wide margin of about 
600,000 votes. And, in the last 
election, Yasui pulled his third 
straight win by beating Arita 
with a vote of 1,309,000. The 
Socialist candidate scored 1,191.,- 
000 ballots. The margin was 
only 110,000, far smaller than 
the figure—more than 400,000— 
expected by Yasui’s supporters. 


At that time, Arita had only 
two months to campaign, ap- 
parently far behind the Tory 
candidate at the starting-point. 


This makes it very likely that 
the coming election may be an 
upset, breaking the Tories’ 
clean slate of the past three 
postwar polls. One factor in 
favor of the Socialist candidate 
is a 200,000-increase in the num- 
ber of voters. Most of these 
new voters are favorably dis- 
posed toward the renovationist 
candidate. 


In the last general elections 
in May 1958, the renovationist 
(Socialists and Communists) 
slightly outpolied the Liberal- 
Democrats in Tokyo's seven 
constituencies by a narrow mar- 
gin of 10,000. This is one in- 
dication that the Socialists are 
more popular than the conser- 
vatives in the metropolitan 
area. The three Tama districts 
having 625,000 voters and the 
seven Izu islands with 2,000 
voters usually tip the scale iu 
most elections in Tokyo. The 
coming gubernatorial election 
is no exception. It is for this 
reason that the two parties are 
making desperate efforts to win 
over these voters. 


With the election date yet to 
be officially proclaimed, no full- 
scale election campaigns have 
been started but many posters 
bearing the candidates’ names 
are seen-on telegraph poles and 
walls throughout the metro- 
politan area. The two rival 
candidates are reported to be 
appearing at an average four 
lecture or rountable meetings a 
day. 

Azuma and Arita opened their 

-election campaign offices in 
ukiyabashi, Yurakucho on Jan. 
21 and 24 respectively. 


A campaigner at Azuma’s 
election office told this reporter 
that the situation so far is in 
favor of Arita. But, he said, 
Azuma will be “a good match 
for the Socialist rival because 
Kishi and many other notables 
will back him up.” 


He was sure Arita would be 
criticized by sensible Tokyo 
citizens for his lavish election 
funds. 


“We will of course bring 
Arita’s money-first campaign to 
the attention of voters and give 
much publicity to Azuma’s 
sportsman’s spirit,” he said. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman at 
Arita’s headquarters said they 
would expose the scandals in- 
volving Liberal-Democrats and 
appeal to voters for the estab- 
lishment of a better metropolis. 

“To make a moderate esti- 
mate, the chances are 50 to 50,” 
he concluded. 


OSAKA 


A fierce battle is expected be- 
tween the conservative and re- 
novationist candidates for the 
seat of governor of Osaka Pre- 
fecture, the second heavily 
populated prefecture after 
Tokyo. 

Announcing their candidacies 
in the forthcoming Osaka 
gubernatorial elections are 
Gisen Sato, -former director 
general of the Defense Agency, 
backed up by the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party, and Tadavoshi 
Obata, former Tokai and Hoku- 
riku regional district Command- 
ant, of the Self-Defense Forces 
from the renovationist camp. 

The almost equal number of 
organized votes for the two can- 
didates makes the results of the 
election depend on the floating

votes, and therefore, 
unpredictable, 

In past elections, too, the votes 
were almost equally divided 
between the Tory and renova- 
tionist candidates. For exaimnple, 
in 1955, when ‘incumbent Gov. 
Bunzo Akama won over Obata 
by 900,000 to 800,000, the returns 
in the city of Osaka were 390, 
000 to 440,000, or 50,000 in favor 
of the latter. 

In the House of Councillors 
election of 1956 and the by-elec- 
tion in the following year, the 
renovationist candidates  res- 
pectively collected 20,000 and 
50,000 votes more than their 
conservative opponents, while 
in the general elections last 
May, they tied each with 900,000 
votes. 

The Liberal-Democratic Party, 
therefore, had a difficult time 
deciding on their candidate to 


entirely

be pitted against Obata, who 
hopes to gain larger support 
than tn his previous try. 

Since three-time Gov. Akama 
two years ago expressed his in- 
tention of running in the House 
elections, the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party has been looking des- 
perately for a suitable candi- 
date. The party even thought 
of joining forces with the 
Socialists in giving recognition 
to Obata. 

In its eagerness to win the 
gubernatorial election, the Tory 
party picked as its candidate 
Michisuke Sugi, president of the 


Gisen Sato 
Chamber of Commerce 


Osaka 
and Industry, who, however, 
declined the offer made last 
February by Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi through party 
vice président Bamboku Ohno. 

The final choice fell upon 
Gisen Sato, a Liberal-Democra- 
tic member of the Upper House, 
who had been considered as a 
trump card. It is said that 
Kishi appointed Sato director of 
the Defense Agency with his 
eve toward thé latter's candi- 
dacy in the Osaka gubernatorial 
election. 


Then, trouble started with 
Sato’s booster club “Sato-kai” 
which insisted that Sato remain 
in the Cabinet and member of 
the Upper House. But Sato 
finally gave in to the party’s 
pressure to replace him as 
Defense Agency director in 
paration for the gubernatorial 
election. He will shortly turn 
in his resignation as Upper 
House member, too, since the 
law prohibits parliamentary 
members and Cabinet ministers 
to run in gubernatorial elec- 
tions. 


This background does not 
seem to have a favorable effect 
on Sato’s chances to be elected. 
When he became an Upper 
House member of 1956, Sato 
garnered the largest number of 
votes (330,000) in his electorate 
district, but this was primarily 
due to his educational career, 
which appealed to the voters, as 
well as to the generous support 
of the “Sato Club.” In the 
forthcoming gubernatorial elec- 
tion, however, Sato will have to 
gather a huge number of float- 
ing ballots in addition to these 
votes, if he hopes’ to win over 
his rival candidate. The prefec- 
tural chapter of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party is going all 
out to enlist public support. 


On the other hand, renova- 
tionist candidate Obata has a 
good chance of collecting a 
large number of floating votes 
because of his diversified back- 
ground. He has served as an 
executive of a Sumitomo enter- 

rise, vice chairman of the 

binet Planning Board and 
governor of Aichi Prefecture. 
Today he holds, among others, 
the post of chairman of the 
Kansai People’s Council for Re- 
covery of Japan-Red China 
Diplomatic Relations. 

The Socialist and Communist 
parties, supporting Obata, hove 
that the internal strifes in the 
Liberal-Democratic Party will 
give their candidate an advan- 
tage over the Tory candidate,

The economic well-being of 
the world really starts in the 
family circle, But our interest 
should not stop there.

| Spotlight on Asia

Commonwealth and Southeast Asia . 


Prince Philip has started on 
his tour of Asia and the Pacific. 
His journey, taking him through 
Burma, Singapore, Sarawak, 
Brunei and Hongkong will re- 
call vividly that the Common- 
wealth is an important factor 
in the affairs of Southeast Asia. 


At one time,. Southeast Asia 
seemed likely to become one of 
the world’s danger spots. The 
turbuler.t history of the region 
in the immediate postwar years 
at first confirmed such fears. 


In the subsequent restoration 
of stability, the Commonwealth 
played an important role. Mem- 
ber countries contributed in 
their different ways. India took 
an important part in behind-the- 
seenes negotiations at the 
Geneva conference of 1954 
which settled the problem of 
Indochina. Britain, in Malaya, 
helped to arrest the spread of 
communism while at the same 
time promoting the extension of 
self-government. 


Nowhere was the dual role of 
Britain in Asia better exemplli- 
fied than in Malaya. On the one 
hand, Britain maintained the 
rule of law and frustrated Com- 
munist attempts at creating con- 
fusion. which is the breeding 
ground of Communist conspira- 
cy. Simultaneously, it pressed 
on with its program of trans- 
ferring its own power into the 
hards of the national parties. 


Today, Malaya is now a free 
and sovereign state. But of her 
own free will she has chosen 
to remain part of the great and 
free fellowship of the Common- 
wealth. 


Each member country of the 
Commonwealth determines its 
own foreign policy. But because 
of practical convenience Com- 
monwealth governments usually 
consult with one another. They 
do so quite informally. They 
exchange information. They 
draw from the great storehouse 
of information in London. 

In Southeast Asia a very use- 
ful part of the Commonwealth 
machinery is the Office of the 
Commissioner General in Singa- 
pore, which assists Comrmnon- 
wealth consultations. This office 
was first held by Lord Killearn 
and. subsequently by Malcolm 
Macdonald, who is today the 
British High Commissioner in 
India. The commissioner gen- 
eral for Southeast Asia has very 
few executive functions. His

Korakuen 


Korakvuen is one of the finest 
gardens in Tokyo, but with a 
stadium, cycling course ana 
skating rink erected right by 
it, the famous garden has been 
overshadowed and forgotten by 
many people. 


Korakuen is a relic of Edo 


culture and is more than 300 
years old. 
The garden, located near 


Suidohashi Station and open to 
the public for a small charge, 
laid at the former Edo 
mansion of Tokugawa Mitsu- 
kuni, Lord of Mito. Shu Shun 
Sui, a Chinese scholar (1600-82) 
who came to Japan as a refugee 
and was patronized by Mitsu- 
kuni is said to have designed 
the garden. 

In laying out the garden, 
the landscape of Arashiyama, 
Kyoto, was taken as the model, 


while various features of 
famous Chinese scenes were 
also introduced. The lake in 


the garden is reported to have 
been specially designed by the 
third Tokugawa shogun Iemitsu, 
There is an island in the lake 
and the stone bridge named 
Full-Moon Bridge is famous. 
The bridge is in a semicircular 
shape, and its reflection in the 
ee below completes the cir- 
cle. 

Formerly there was a tea 
house, commonly called Glass 
Teahouse, as glass was used in 
the windows. The tea house 
was quite a novel attraction 
during the Tokugawa Era when 
glass was very rare, The 
original tea house was destroy- 
ed by the 1923 earthquake. Now 
a small new tea house has been 
built. 

There are still some ume or 
apricot trees, which were quite 
famous in- the old days. tt is 
said that seeds from the trees 


in Korakuen were taken to 


Mito and planted there. 
Korakuen is fairly well-pre- 
served, as until quite recently 
it was not opened to the pub 
lic, and even after the Meiji 
Era, when the army built an 
arsenal by the garden, only 
those with special permits from 
the army authorities were al- 
lowed to visit the garden.
